The survey also indicates that 
a farm which doesn’t have an 
annual income of $2,500 can't 
survive. 

This will make few persons 
happy. 

Farming already requires an 
astonishing amount of capital. 
According to Fortune some big 
farms today tie up as much as 
$50,000 per worker. The small 
unit is, say the experts, ‘‘waste- 
ful. of capital and labor.’’

A few hours after the Russians said 
they regretted the fact one of their MIGS 
had attacked an American patrol plane 
in the Bering Sea area where both na- 
tions maintain regular reconnaissance 
flights, the Chinese got into the act. 

They shot down a rival aircraft from 
Chiang Kai-shek’s air force. This was not 
really news. But, they also forced down 
a U.S. chartered commercial plane which 
had aboard an American doctor flying to 
the embattled Isle of Matsu to see a pa- 
tient. 

The attack on the Ch 
ist aircraft will bring no diplomatic 
test. It is possible we may send such a 
note on the forcing down of the 
mercial plane. But this will be difficult,

since for months a state of war has 
isted between the defenders of Matsu 
and the Red mainland. But it 1s, nonethe- 


less. a serious moment. 
What this does is to force us to recog-

First of these is that the “problem” of 
Formosa and the islands of Matsu and 
Quemoy, like that of Red China’s re-

What is important is that leaders of 
the nations involved be able to talk about

them. If they cannot discuss them they 
cannot resolve them. 

Therefore, the results of the San Fran- 
cisco U.N. anniversary were important 
that they seemed to pave the way for 
such discussions. The Russians “regretted” 
their contribution to tensions in the 
Bering Sea. 

Now comes the third factor, which is 

ne of speculation. 

For some time it has been a matter of 


conjecture that the Chinese Reds did not 
see eye to eye with the Russians in the 
latter's move toward “peaceful co-exist- 
ence.” 

If the forces of Mao Tse-tung have 
now determined to increase tensions 
rather than decrease them, then indeed 
will the international situation be greatly 
worsened. 

Even the Geneva meeting of the Big 
Four would be placed in jeopardy. 

It is almost inconceivable the Chinese 
Reds now are determined to force the is- 
sue by aggression. But, there is the off 
chance. 

Much depends on their attitude within 
the next few hours. We may be sure, 
meanwhile, the wires are hot between 
Peiping and Moscow.

Board of Education Is 


Searching for Economy 

The State Board of Education has ap- 
proved a new budget for the next school 
year that will give the state’s 28,000 class- 
room teachers a $200 increase in pay. Ad- 
ditional raises were also permitted for 
those who have earned them through edu- 
cation and experience. 

Certainly the raises were dus and no- 
body will begrudge them. It leaves, how- 
ever, a nagging problem that will be with 
us again in the months ahead. The aver- 
age Georgia teacher’s salary will still be 
below those of neighboring states and far 
below the national average. 

It is encouraging that the state board 
is attempting to put into effect some of 
the economies recommended by the 
Programs Study Committee, especially 
those in transpertation. The board esti- 
mates that $950,000 will be saved on al- 
locating transportation funds on the op- 
erating costs of county-owned buses. 

While there will be protests about this,

the board's recommendation that teachers 
and student drivers who can qualify’ be 
permitted to operate school buses should 
be given a try. It has proved successful 
in other states and if it results in econ- 
omy, the schools can certainly use the 
saved funds to good advantage. 

Other economy recommendations that 
the board made are open to question. 
Counseling and guidance programs, driv- 
er education, public school music, cul- 
tural education, health and physical edu- 
cation are essential to a good school pro- 
gram. While knowing that local systems 
should contribute more than they are to 


their schools, many of them will drop 
these activities unless they are required by 
the state. Certainly health and physical 


education are essential to any successful 
‘ 


program of public education. 

The board is to be comménded for not 
considering the 12th grade a “frill” that 
c qd be eliminated. It is to be com- 
mended, too, for ordering a closer check 
en school attendance figures. Perhaps 
next it will get around to some system 
whereby the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram will be financed on a current basis. 

Every school economy possible is in 
order but the board should make everv 
effort to differentiate between the real 


and the false. Too much of the latter could 
result in serious damage to the state's

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U.N. Celebration Sets 


Stage for Big Four 


The 10th anniversarv 
the United Nations is now history. Its 60 
nembers have reaffi their belief in 
the organization and world headlines have 
proclaimed the rededication of its charter 
—to bring about permanent peace in the 
world. 

The meeting was characterized by an 
undercurrent of optimism incidental to 
the coming Big Four meeting. As a result 
Russian Foreign Minister Molotov was the 
dominant figure. His behavior was ex- 
emplary and his obvious effort to win 
friends and influence people was consid- 
ered a good omen. 

It was fairly obvious that the delega- 
tions at the meeting still consider that 
Russia holds the key to peace or war. 
Any indication that the Reds do want 
peace is grasped eagerly by a skeptical 
West that has waited for 10 years for 
signs of good faith from behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

The Big Four Conference, if the Rus- 
Sians sincerely want peace, can set the 
stage for successive moves in that direc- 
tion. And Moscow, holding as it does the 
power to control Chinese militarism, 
holds the ultimate key to war or peace. 

The Reds’ sincerity will be determined 
during the next few weeks. Meanwhile, 
their current “sweetness and light” diplo- 
matic offensive offers hope that they are 
ready to talk sense.

U.N. Charter Has 
Need for Changes 


WASHINGTON—For the past week the dele- 
gates from 60 member-countries, meeting in San 
Francisco, have been telling the world how much 


they value the United Nations.

the U.N.’s work-a-day world in New 


Like a world-championship base- 
ball team, the United Nations 
can't win the next pennant on last 
year's laurels. It faces the pros- 
pect of a very important testing- 
time next year. What looms ahead 
is the Charter Review Conference 
which will almost certainly be con- 
vened in 1956. Much of the coming 
12 months could be usefilly de- 
voted to exploring ways of im- 
proving the charter if the delegates 
will approach that study in the 
same spirit which suffused the San 
Francisco meeting. 


What needs to be remembered in 
evaluating the working of the 
United Nations is that it was born 
into a world which had ceased to 
exist by the time the charter was 
ratified. 

The initial draft of the charter 
was written, not at San Francisco, 
but at Dumbarton Oaks in 1944 
during a period of the closest as- 
sociation of the five big powers. 
It was premised upon their con- 
tinued unity. The charter was 
somewhat re-drafted at San Fran- 
cisco a year later. 

The United Nations was con- 
ceived to function effectively in a 
substantially-united world. 

It was built to function in a 
world in which the big powers 
were continuously in conflict. 

It needs to be understood that

matter how united it may be be- 
hind any alterations, cannot put 
them into the charter over the veto 
of the Soviet Union or any of the 
other big five powers. 

This means that if the Soviet 
Union is willing to make any 
changes in the charter, the 
changes will probably not be 
needed, and that if the Soviet 
Union is unwilling, they can't be 
made. 

That doesn’t mean_that charter 
revision should not be studied— 
and even pressed—since it cold 
be useful to see how united its 
membership might be in favor of 
some revisions. 


The revisions most often ad- 
vanced would remove the one-pow- 
er veto against taking in new 
members (Moscow has blackballed 
a dozen qualified countries); cut 
back the veto power over variqus 
security council decisions in dea!- 
ing with international disputes 
short of the use of force; and in- 
crease the authority of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to act in security 
matters when the Security Coun- 
cil is deadlocked. 


If it is true that the atomie 
stalemate means that there is no 
alternative to peace, then it also 
means that there is no alternative 
to strengthening the United Na- 
tions as an instrument of peace.

terests. We know they are not motivated entirely by the spirit of sweet 
charity. They usually expect something in return in the way of favors 
from the government, and such are not always in the general public 


interest. 


Revived again also, as it is pe- 
riodically, is a proposal to reduce 
dependence of political parties 
upon a few big contributors with 
axes to grind. This would encour- 
age multitudes of small contribu- 
tors from the party rank and file. 

This idea, in fact, was tried in 
the 1952 campaign by the Demo- 
crats, who can not call upon as 
many big contributors as the Re- 
publicans. But, it got off to a late 
start and was a success only in a 
spotty fashion. This was the plan 
devised by Beardsley Ruml, New 
York department store executive, 
for sale of Stevenson-Sparkman 
certificates for $5 apiece. They 
were in booklets that were dis- 
tributed to volunteers who want- 
ed to help raise campaign funds. 

On the theory that talking about 
getting more contributors to do- 
nate small amounts, or even nice 
messages of thanks from the can- 
didates, may not be enough, a 
practical incentive is offered by 
Sen. Thomas C. Hennings (D-Mo). 
He has: introduced a bill to per- 
mit deduction from income taxes 
of political campaign contributions 
up to the amount of $100. . 

This, he says, is ‘designed to 
encourage greater financial partici- 
pation by average citizens, with 
the hope that this, in tum, will 


stimulate increased participation 
in all other phases of political 
life."’ Thereby, he added, ‘“‘we can 
reduce the reliance of political 
committees on contributions de- 
rived from special interests.’’ 
Sen. Hennings, as you know, is 
sponsor of a comprehensive meas- 
ure designed to strengthen present 


. Inadequate laws for regulating and 


tontrolling campaign contributions 
and expenditures and for assuring 
full and complete publicity for all 
contributions and contributors. 

A familiar practice still is for 
wealthy families to donate substan- 
tial amounts and at the same time 
comply with the law by dividing 
up contributions — now limited to 
$5,000 per person — among vari- 
ous members of the family, includ- 
ing in-laws and cousins. This was 
the subject of a whimsical item 
in the latest issue of ‘“‘The Machine 
ist,’ organ of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists. It ex- 
plained that the union's entire po- 
litical contribution in the last cam-

And he is going because a Southern woman had deep con- 
cern and an abiding sense of responsibility for Negroes, not only 
in this country but elsewhere in the world. 

Mrs. Florence McWhorter Miller, who lived in Franklin 
County in northeast Georgia, felt strongly that something should 
be done to educate Negroes. In line with her feelings her son, 
Dr. Oscar L. Miller of Charlotte, N.C., contributed $10,000 to be 
used in her memory as a scholarship fund to bring qualified 
Negro students from the Belgian Congo to the Presbyterian 
Church’s Negro school, Stillman College in Tuscaloosa, Ala. 

So far missionary workers report there is no student who has 
qualified. but when the Rev. Mr. Bottoms finishes his trip a great 
many young Negroes in the missionary field may be inspired to 
work toward the scholarship. He will visit all 10 of his denomi- 
nation’s mission posts in company with two other church offi- 
cials, Dr. D. J. Cumming of Nashville and Dr. S. J. Patterson 
of Richmond. 

And he will preach.
